Thousands of Visitors Disappointed— 


Inauguration Services in Senate 


Chamber—Tariff Revision. • 


Washington, D. C., March 9.—In- 
auguration Day, the Fourth of March, 
has long been notorious for inclem- 
ent weather, but the Fourth of March 
1909, the day of President Taft's in- 
duction jto office, attained a_ciimax of. 
elemental violence. Never before had 
such preparation been made for in- 
auguration ceremonies; more money 
had been expended than on any pre- 
vious occasion for street .-and stand 
decoration*, .for fireworks, and for 
the inaugural, ball. 
Every prospect 
pleased and .only the weather was 
vile,- -A^blizzard set in the night be- 
fore and raged with increasing vio- 
lence until after the time for the 
President and the President-elect to 
proceed to the Capitol. It was pitiful 
to see thousands of soldiers and vis- 
itors making an effort, in spite of "the 
elements, to see a parade that did not 
. form or march.—The Jianked seats 
and chairs that lined^the south side 


a of Pennsylvania Avenue by-the thous- 
and were* vacant; the • ayenue -was 
"' deep ,in; snow and slush, and water. 
and snow-t mixed, at the curb, was 
from four to-«ix inches deep. 


At~the appointed hour, President 
Hoosevelt and President-elect Taft 
drove down the avenue in a closed 
carriage, escorted Jay a troop of dra- 
goons. 
They drove rapidly and 
reached the .Capitol in good time. 
The President-elect took the oath and 
instead of reading his address from 
the East front of the Capitol, where 
an elaborate temporary platform and 
provision for seating two or three 
- thousand people had been made, he 
read it in the Senate Chamber. 


After the ceremony, Ex-President 
Roosevelt rose'to go and taking Pres- 
ident Taft by the hand bade Mia 
goodbye and good luck. 
The Presi- 
dent put his hand on Roosevelt's 
shoulder and Roosevelt responded, 
and the President and Ex-President 
embraced like brothers. This spon- 
taneous, unrehearsed and impressive 
leave-taking caugTit the sympathy of 
the audience and there was approv- 


- ing applause from the-floor pnd-"thej 
gaiiery. Ex-President ^Roosevelt had 
an ovation as he went to the Union 
Station, only three blocks distant 
from the Capitol, and there taking a 
seat with his family in the car went 


t to New York for the first time" in 
eight years as a private citizen. 
The Inaugural Ball was the only 
successful public fete of the inaugu- 
ration ceremonies. 
It was well at- 
tended, in fact crowded, although the 
admission was ?5 for every man and 
woman. Ihere was but little danc- 
ing. All interest centered" in the ap- 
pearance of President Taft, who with 
Mrs. Taft and the managers of the 
ball, made an entire circuit of the 
immense hall in a roped-off space and 
then proceeded to an enclosure in the 
balcony where the party was, for an 
hour, the cynosure of all eyes. 


Date i«ay be Changed 


There is more emphatic talk than 
ever before about changing the inau- 
guration date from March 4 to April 
30, or to the last Thursday in April. 
Of course, there is no assurance that 
there may not be occasional rain on 
this later date, but certainly-no such 
blizzard as was experienced at, this 
inauguration will occur. There'have 
been spasmodic efforts to change the 
inauguration date from the boister- 
ous season of early March to the 
later and more salubrious season, but 
there has always been some Congres- 
sional crank or cynic to object, and 
such salutary change as would be 
possible and easy under a benign des- 
potism appears to be next to impos- 
sible when it depends on three or 
four hundred members of Congress 
pulling at cross purposes. 
This 
seems to be the curse of democracy 
in more ways than one. What is 
everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness, and what is nobody's business 
is everybody's business to mar and 
wreck.

MEDICAL SOCIETY MEETS 


Two Important Resolutions Adopt- 


ed—Committee Named. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 
the County Medical Society on Mon- 
day a resolution was passed authoriz- 
ing the appointment of a committee 
to petition the Legislature to let the 
.vaccination law stand as it now is. 
The committee consists Drs. B. F. 
Hunt of Clearville and W. P, S. 
Henry and Walter M. Hill, of Everett. 
The second resolutidn pertains to 
the Thompson Pure food Bill noft 
before the Legislature and reads as 
follows: 


Whereas, It is the duty of physi- 
cians, both as individuals,, and as or- 
ganizations, to stand as advanced sen- 
tinels on the picket line of public 
hygiene and sanitary science, to pro- 
tect humanity of the state and na- 
tion in all that pertains to health and 
aietectics, be it therefore 


Resolved, As a Society we condemn 
the clause in the present Thompson 
TBill that will open wide the door to 
use_the Benzoate of Sodal and other 
deleterious preservatives in the prep- 
aration and manufacture of food pro- 
ducts as against public health and 
sanitary science, be it further 
Resolved, That we believe this bill 
is an effort on the part of unscrupu- 
lous and dishonest manufacturers to 
legalize and produce articles of food 
so as to*- conceal their purity and place 
on- the market inferior articles. 
We further believe that it is not 
necessary to use preservatives in food 
or milk1, therefore, as a Medical So- 
ciety, under the state and national 
organizations, -we unhesitatingly dis- 
approve of the tendency to open the 
doors to dangerous and y poisonous 
preservatives after we have, by years 
of labor in both state and nation, 
cleaned our counters and stores from 
adulterated fpod products. 
These 
facts are based upon the opinions and 
experiments of such eminent sci- 
entists as Drs. H. W. Willey, Starr, 
Keen, Egbert, and others', and con- 
firmed by the best manufacturers of 
food.'products in the United States. 
We, therefore, endorse every effort 


of state and national legislation that 
will tend to give to the public food 
pure and free from all preservatives 
of a chemical nature either in small 
or large quantities, and that all in- 
dividual packages offered for sale be 
labelled just what they contain.* 


The above resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted and copies ordered 
to be sent to H. A. Thompson, chair- 
man, and Hon. W. C. Miller, Harris- 
burg; the IJeuna.

White Loaf Cake 


Cream together one-half of a cup- 


ful of butter and one and one-half 
cupfuls of sugar. 
Add one-half of a 


cupful of milk, one scant teaspoon- 
ful of almond extract and two cupfuls 
of sifted flour. Beat well, add the 
whipped whites of four eggs and one 
heaping teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Beat again and bake in a mod- 
erate oven. 


Washington Pie and Cream 


Required: 
One cupful sugar, one 


cupful flour, three eggsr half a tea- 
spoonful of carbonate of soda, a pinch 
of salt, lemon curd, whipped cream, 
half a teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
tar. 


First mix the sugar and eggs to- 


gether. 
Sift the soda, salt, and 


cream of tartar into the flour. Add 
this to the sugar and eggs, and lastly 
the stiffly beaten whites of eggs. Bake 
in three shallow tins. 
Spread each 


layer with lemon curd mixture, and 
over all pour half a pint of stiffly 
whipped sweetened cream. 


Maple Sugar Biscuit 


Make a regular biscuit dough of 


two pints of flour sifted with two tea- 
spoonfuls 
of baking powder, one 


scant teaspoonful of salt and one 
large tablespoonful of butter; mix in- 
to a soft dough with sweet milk. 
When ready to bake stir in one cup- 
ful of finely shaved maple sugar, roll 
the proper thickness, cut with a 
fancy biscuit cutter and bake quickly.

r>?r. Oster's course the Philadelphia 
Record said: 


George W. Oster of Bedford admit- 
ted that two years ago he voted to 
put the Craven Local Option bill on 
the calendar, but he claimed that 60 
per cent, of all the voters from whom 
he had since heard wanted him to 
vote against the bill, and therefore 
He would do so. • 


Commenting on the scenes in the 


House prior to the vote the Philadel- 
phia North American contained the 
following: 


Representative George W. Oster of 


Bedford introduced himself as "no 
crank on local option." 
He said he 
purposed to stand only upon what he 
had said to his people, although he 
admitted that he had been quoted up- 
on both sides, and as promising his 
vote for and against it. 
He challenged "the world to say I 
broke faith and promised to vote for 
or against this bill." 
Speaker Cox 
decided that Oster had reached the 
limit and put an end to his challeng- 
ing with a vigorous pounding of the 
gavel. 


The Gazette had no representative 


in Harrisburg to report the proceed- 
ings of the House on the night of the 
voting on the Local Option Bill, 
hence we accept the accounts as sent 
to the Philadelphia papers by their 
correspondents. 
While The Gazette 


did not support Mr. Oster in either 
of. his campaigns, we recognize him 
as our Representative and we here 
and now offer him space in our col- 
umns to publish the lists of petition- 
ers, pro and con, 60 per cent, of 
whom, he says, were opposed to the 
bill. 


Concerning the statement quoted 


with regard 
to his having been 


checked in his oratorical efforts by 
Speaker Cox, we desire it to be 
known that ihe Gazette enters a pro- 
test against sucu methods. We be- 
lieve In free speech and free press, 
and we think our Representative 
should have been permitted to have 
bis say.

AFTER SEVEN YEARS 


After seven and a half years' oc- 


cupancy of the White House Tfieo- 
dore Roosevelt is a private citizen. 
More than seven years of bluster and 
denunciation are past, and it is not 
out of place to review those years. 
His administration did some good 
work, but it left undone many things 
that might have been done, and in 
some cases took strange and ques- 
tionable steps. 


Among the meritorious steps taken 


by the Roosevelt administration may 
be mentioned—The settlement of the 
coal strike and the impetus given to 
arbitration in the settlement of dis- 
putes between capital and labor; 
the prosecution of the Northern Se- 
curities merger and the treaty of 
peace between Japan and Rtfssia; ac- 
tion looking toward the punishment 
of public land thieves and progress 
in the direction of the conservation of 
public resources; the warfare against 
railroad rebating, the Pure Food law, 
the work on the canal, the re-estab- 
lishment of constitutional govern- 
ment in Cuba and the protection of 
the Japanese interests on the Pacific 
coast. 


But his action has not all" been 


along beneficial lines. 
He brought 


on a useless -panic which threw 
2,000,000 men out of employment 
and cost a billion dollars in loss of 
wages. 
He refused to enforce the 


Sherman Anti-Trust law. 
He at- 


tacked the honor and capacity of 
judges. He made an amazing assault 
upon the freedom of the press. He 
attacked the integrity of Congress. 
He, in many instances, usurped the 
power of the constitution and at- 
tempted self-government. 
He made 


many attacks on citizens—carried on 
a government by denunciation. 
He 


conducted an extravagant 
govern- 


ment, the total appropriations during 
his terms being $7,744,000,000. He 
selected George B. Cortelyou, his 
famous "trust buster:" to conduct his 
campaign and then made him Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. He encouraged 
E. H. Harriman who raised a cam- 
paign fund which he said turned 50,- 
OuO votes. He dismissed a battalion 
of negro soldiers, punishing the inno- 
cent with the guilty. He multiplied 
public offices. He used the American 
navy to quash a revolution in Pana- 
ma before it had rightly begun. He 
licensed the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company by the 
Steel Trust, thereby giving that gi- 
gantic concern more power. He be- 
came a demagogue and meddled in 
everything, lowering his high office 
by making personal assaults and by 
attacking the courts.

ror ' is over; Teddy is out.

THE SEPARATOR. 


Life of the Machine Depend* Upon th« 


Care It Receive*. 


By EDWARD H. WEBSTER. 


If the separator shakes while It is 


aklinnilng- there wuTbe some intermix- 
ing of the milk and cream, and the re- 
sult is poor work. The operator should 
aim to secure two things If be expects 
his machine to do good work—(1) a 
perfectly true motion of bowl, and, (2) 
a sufficient speed (which must be uni- 
form) to create force for separating. 


In order to have the perfect motion 


of the bowl the machine must be set 
level and be kept clean and well oiled. 
The oil should be thin, or light, so that 
It will not gum the wearing parts. A 
heavy oil will make the machine ran 
hard and will gum quickly on small 
bi£h speed bearings. All the bearings 
of the machine should be frequently 
flushed with coal oil. It is well to make 
a run about once in two or three 
weeks, using coal oil on all the bear- 
Ings. This keeps the parts free from 
gum and washes out grit or sand that 
may have blown into them. 


It is an excellent plan to have a cover 


of closely woven cloth or oilcloth that 
can be kept over the machine while it 
is not in operation. This will keep out 
dust and sand and will add materially 
to the lasting powers of the machine. 
The separator should be set up on a 
good solid floor, so that it will not 
move or sway as the operator turns the 
crank. 


The life of a separator depends main- 


ly upon the factors just pointed out. 
A machine ffratls allowed to run gum- 
my or dirty may wear out la a year. 
If kept free from dirt and well oiled It 
will last « number of years.

and now we find him with the saints 
at Lydda. It may help some to be 
reminded that God calls all true be- 
lievers saints. See Rom. 1, 7; I Cor. 
1, 2 (omit the italics); Eph. 1, 1; PhiL 
1, 1; Col, 1, 2, and note that the worst 
of shiners when they truly receive the 
Lord Jesus are by His blood equally 
washed and sanctified and justified 
(I Cor. vl, 9-11; Heb. x-, 10-14). 
The 


standing before God in Christ of all 
the redeemed is the same, for all are 
members of His body, a part of Hun- 
self. Down here In our daily life our 
"walk should correspond with our 
standing, but the experience of Chris- 
tians is not always true Christian ex- 
perience, so there is room for sanctifi- 
cation and growth in grace every day 
(John xvll, IT; II Pet. lii, 18). 


Among the saints at Lydda was one 


who had been eight years in bed, sick 
of palsy, but the power of Christ, 
through Peter, gave him 
perfect 


health in a moment, and one result 
was that the whole town and neigh-, 
borhood turned to the Lord. We trust 
that It was with them as with the 
Thessalonlans, who "turned to God 
from Idols to serve the living and true 
God and to wait for His Son from 
heaven" (I Thess. 1, 9, 10). This inci- 
dent and other miracles of healing by 
the apostles give rise to such ques- 
tions as, Is the health of the body in- 
cluded in the atonement, and, if so, why 
are not more believers healed in an- 
swer to prayer? It is made very plain 
that the great atonement of the Lord 
Jesus includes the body as well as the 
soul of every true believer, and, more 
than that, the planet called earth on 
which we live, and in due time the 
whole earth, shall be filled with the 
glory of God and there will be no 
more curse nor sorrow nor crying nor 
death on the whole .earth (Isa. xl, 9; 
Kev. xxi, 4; xx, 3). But the creation 
shall not have the benefit of the atone- 
ment till the coming of Christ with his 
saints, and the saints must wait for 
their redeemed bodies till the resur- 
rection of the righteous at His coming 
to the air for His saints. These two 
events will bring to the saints and to 
the earth the full benefit of the inde- 
scribable sufferings of the Lord Jesus 
(Horn, viii, 18-23; Phil. Ill, 20, 21). 


But what about health now? The 


great thing now is to live" In the love of 
God and the will of God, ceasing all 
strife about methods of healing or 
modes of baptism and whole heartedly 
seeking to hasten His kingdom by giv- 
ing the gospel to every creature, that 
His church may be completed and that 
He may come again.

She mani- 
fested her faith by her works and by 
icr self denying labors for others. 
While we are saved wholly through the 
inished work of the Lord Jesus by 
faith alone without any works of ours, 
f it is a living, saving faith there will 
certainly be manifest in our lives the
